HE POOR SUFFER. 
The Effect of the Russian Ukase in 
Eastern Prussia. 


SUMEROUS APPLICATIONS T0 THE LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES FOR RELIEF. 


AGeneral Feeling of Pathetic Despair in 
Silesia—Rye Bread the Staple of the 


Poorer Class of Workingmen—A Strong 
Desire to Emigrate to America—The

nu, Aug. 18.—It was at first believed 
that the Russian ukase was directed against 
Germany, but the Government now appears 
to be convinced that the ukase was prompted 
chiefly by economic motives, Germany's im- 
ports of rye in the last decade have amounted 
to only about one-sixth of her own ͤ product. 
but the failure of the German corps this year 
makes the situation more serious. The 
latest statistics, however, leave ground 
for hope that the harvest will 
be much better than was expected.The exact- 
hess of her military arrangements and read- 
iness to meet all emergencies, characteristic 
dt Germany, will prevent difficulty with the 
army. Reports of a rise ofryein Holland 
raused a further rise of 1 mark here to-day, 
end toward the close a calmer spirit pre- 
valled and the price receded 2 marks. Wheat 
edvanced ut marks on unfavorable reports 
from New York. 

LOOKING TO AMERICA. 

Referring to the agitation on the Bertin 
Bourse in consequence ofthe Russian ukase, 
the Aligemine Zeitung points out that Russia ⸗ 
contribution to the corn markets of the 
world has varied in quantity to a remarkable 
Gecree in the last twenty years, dut that 
owtng to greater facilities for intercourse the 
reduction of the Russian supply has been cov- 
ered by the products of other countries. 

„America, continues the Zeitung, 1s 
now prepared fully to replace Russia, while 
India, Roumania, Austria and Hungary 
could also be relied upon for supplies. The 
nusstan measures have been taken at a fa- 
vorable time for Germany, as the crops have 
already been or are being gathered. 

The Zeitung Goubts whether Russia will 
maintain the prohibition longin the face of 
financial sacrifices entailed, the fall of rouble 
notes and the damage which the measure 
will cause to farming interests. 

GLOOMY NEWS. 

The news from Eastern Prussia is of the 
cloomiest character. The people there have 
‘ust become generally aware of the Russian 
prohibition of the export of rye, and they re- 
card it almost as a death sentence. Those 
near the frontier have been depending of 
late on rye purchased in small quantities 
across the boundary in Russia. The Russian 


omcials now refuse to let even a pound of 
grain go over the line, and have threatened 


with tmprisonmment any person caught 
gelling or any German found 
on Russian soul with grain pur- 


chased there. The scenes described are 
heart-rending and numerous applications 
have been made to the local authorities for 
relief. These applications are fast consum- 
ing the money devoted tothe sustenance of 
the poor, and there is some talk of petition- 
ingthe Prussian Government to issue army 
rations to the distressed. Itis believed that 
(hancellor Caprivi will adopt this course 
rather than repeal the corn duties. 
DISTRESS INCREASING. 

In the manufacturing centers of Germany, 
especially Chemnitz, Pilavin and Greiz, the 
Cistress of the people is increasing, dullness

PARDRIDGE, THE PLUNGER. 


He Settles Up His Aftairs—Assigned 
Without Preferences. 

Oma, l., Aug. 18.—*‘EG’’ Pardridge, 
the plunger, settled his affairs with the 
Board of Trade to-day, and his enormous 
loss, amounting to nearly $1,000,000, if not 
more, is now a thing of the past. His check 
for more than $100,000, the largest that has 
passed the clearing house for many a 
day, was paid in before 10 o'clock 
this morning. It is quite possible that with 
the speculator’s settlement the Board of 
Trade has seen the last of him, but he does 
mot authorize this statement. He simply 
Goes not know whether he will ever trade 
again or not. 

*‘Financially I am all right,’’ said Mr. 
Pardridge. ‘‘Otherwise I am—well, I got 
beat, but it was not by the market. Some- 


never said I would quit trading. What I did 
say was that I had played the limit—plunged, 
I guess they called it—and I did not intend to 
play that way any more. And that’s the 
truth. I won’t let em get me again 

Mr. Pardridge said he was still possessed of 
an income of $130,000 a year from what re- 
mained of his fortune. 


IN THE HANDS OF A RECEIVER.

DESTRUCTIVE STORMS. 
Wind, Rain and Hail Play Havoc in Town 
and Country. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 18.—This city was 
visited by a decidedly animated electrical 
storm yesterday. At noon a furious wind 
and rainstorm swept over the city and this 
was accompanied by the sharpest- flashes of 
lightning. A bolt struck the wires running 
into the City Hall dome and tore the 
big clock all to pieces.

FINE WHEAT DESTROTED. 

MELROSE, Minn., Aug. 13.—One of the most 
terrific hail storms ever witnessed in this 
vicinity swept through here yesterday. 
Thousands of acres of the finest wheat in this 
country were knocked downin a few mo- 
ments, many of the farmers losing all their 
crops, corn and potatoes. Large fields of 
wheat looked as if they had been passed over 
with a land roller and then dragged. The 
width of the storm ranged from two to five 
miles and its course was from east to west. 
The most Gamage was done in Lake George 
and Spring Hill, asthe farmers had not yet 
begun cutting in these towas and the grain 
was totally destroyed.

ITALY SURPRISED. 


The Mashkoff Expedition Not Altogether 
Scientific in Its Objects. 


KING MENELES OF ABYSSINIA HAS

The British and Italian Governments in 
Consultation—Prince Bismarck Grow- 
ing Enormously Wealthy Out of His In- 
dustrial Investments — Grand Duke 
Alexis in Paris—Foreign Aftairs. 


Lonpon, Aug. 11.—A Rome dispatch says 
the British and Italian Governments have 
deen in consultation relative to Russian pro- 
ceedings in Abyssinia. The Italians have 
come to the conclusion that the Mash- 
kof expedition is not altogether scientific 
in its objects, and it is said that Lieut. 
Mashkoff has given the Abyssinians informa- 
tion that is making them much less subser- 
vient to Italy than they have heretofore 
been. Meneles is growing independent tn his 
attitude, and has given the Italians to under- 
stand that their interference in Abyssinian 
affairs will not be tolerated, and he has found 
a new friend in Russia, of the exist ence of 
which country he seems before to have been 
unaware. 


A ROYAL SEND-OFF. 


ENTHUSIASTIC OVATIONS TO THE GRAND DUKE 
ALEXIS BY THE PARISIANS. 

Panis, Aug. 13.—The Grand Duke Alexis has 
left this city for Vichy. The enthusiasm 
evoked by the visit of the brother of the Czar 
has lost none of its force by the personal con- 
tact of the Parisians with the tali, fine-look- 
ing Russian admiral, and upon every oc- 
casion when he has shown himself to the 
public he has received greetings that have 
amounted to ovations. The time appointed 
for his departure for Vichy had been an- 
nounced in the newspapers, and consequent - 
ly large crowds gathered along the route 
from the hotel at which he was stopping to 
the railway station. As the carriage in which 
the Grand Duke was riding passed along the 
streets, the crowds cheered him enthusias- 
tically, andas he smilingly bowed in re- 
sponse to the hearty greetings tendered him, 
the crowd broke out into cries of vive la 
Russie et la France, and vive le Car. 

While the enthusiasm was at its height, a 
sudden break was madein the long line of 
people extending alongthe sidewalks, and 
asthe Grand Duke’s carriage reached the 
point of the confusion, an old man, bent and 
decrepit, h his gray hair hanging in con- 
fusion over his withered face, his very ap- 
pearance denoting that hewas a native of 
the land ruled over by the ‘‘White Czar, 
sprang to the side of the carriage and, raising 
his hat and bowing low, threwinto the lap 
of the Grand Dukea petition, which it was 
afterwards was a request for the 
redress of some grievance from which the 
aged Rassian was suffering. The right of 
presenting petitions inthis manner is one of 
the few rights possessed by Russian subjects, 
and the document was taken possession of 
by the Grand Duke, When the Grand Duke 
reached the rallway station there was repeti- 
tion of the scenes of enthusiasm witnessed 
along the streets through which he had just 
passed, and as the train which he took drew 
out of the station, the last sounds of Paris 
that the Grand Duke heard were the patri- 
otic cries from the lips of the thousands of 
persons who had gathered to bid him adieu.

PROGRAMME FOR THE Werren OF THE

THE REPUBLIC DISASTER. 


Thirteen Excursionists Killed By the Col- 
lapsed Deck of a Boat. 

New York, Aug. 18.—- An excursion was giv- 
en yesterday by the Brooklyn dry - goods house 
of Theodore Keyser, forthe benefit of about 
400 employes, Thee steamer Crystal 
Stream was engaged for the occasion and 
started down to Cold Spring Grove in the 
morning. The day WSs spent there in a 
happy way by the excdrsionists and a start 
made for home about € O’clock. The barge 
Republic was alongside the steamer with 
more than half the crowd on it. Just as they 
started a storm came up and the wind blew 
at a terrific rate. The upper deck the 
barge, to which an awnifg had been attached, 
became loosened and in @ Moment more was 
down on the panic stricken crowd. The 
scene was a wild one, Women and children 
yelled and screamed, and a number of people 
jumped into the water to escape being 
crushed. Thirteen people were killed out- 
right and thirty or forty more seriously in- 
jured. The excursionists who escaped were 
taken to Oyster Bay and sent home by train, 
anda little later the Steamer came along 
with the thirteen bodies and about a dozen 
persons so badly injured that they were un- 
able to move.

A special train took the rest of the 
injured, and the excursionists who had for- 
tunately escaped unburt a@frived at an early 
hour this morning. The tnjured were all 
taken to their homes. They bered about 
forty as nearly as cout! #8 Jearned at the 
time, amd all were more orless seriously 
burt. Aaron Holler, brother of Hannah Hol- 
ler, who was killed, was the most severely 
hurt. It is thought he wil! die. 


WRECK O THE PASHANDLE. 
Cotrmusrs, O., Aug. W.—A disastrous 
freight wreck occurred this morningon the 
Cincinnati division of the Panhandle, just 
west of the city. The train broke in two and 
ran together again, piling up eighteen 
cars. John Noll, a horse-trainer, was se- 
riously injured, and the horse, valued at 
$1,500 and owned in Steubenville, was killed. 
The cars were loaded with low-class mer- 
chandise and the loss is estimated at $10,000. 


A BAY’S MISHAPS.

CLUBBED TO DEATH. 


Found Murdered To-Day. 


THE VICTIM’S FEARFUL STRUGGLE WITH 
HIS UNKNOWN SLAYER. 


Investigating the Whipping of Federal 
Prisoners in Arkansas~Mrs. Ne. 
meyer’s Assailant Oaptured—Broker 
Abraham Backer of New York Arrested 
on a Criminal Charge. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Aug. .- Job Haas, a 
coal dealer, corner of Corgas Lane and the 
Philadelphia 4 Reading Railway, was found 
murdered at his desk about 60’clock this 
morning. He had left his home but a short 
time before. His head was crushed in and it 
is supposed to have been done by a colored 
man who was seen about the place. The fur - 
niture in the office was upset and broken and 
the walls and floor were spattered with blood 
and there was every indication that Haas’ 
murderer had had a fearful tussle before he 
had accomplished his purpose. From the 
appearance of the body it is thought that 
Haas’ slayer had struck him on the head with 
a heavy club and stunned him. He then fin- 
ished him with a hatchet. Both weapons 
were found on the for near by. 


PRISON ABUSES. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATION OF THE STATE PRISON 
AT LITTLE ROCK. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Aug. 13.—United States 
District Attorney C. ©. Waters commenced 
an investigation this morning of serious 
charges of cruelty preferred against the pen- 
itentiary authorities, the investigation hav- 
ing deen ordered by the Attorney General. 
Abram Davis, colored, a Federal prisoner, 
convicted of forging a pension paper and 
sentenced to one year in the penitentiary last 
April, was severely whipped by Warden 
Dunlap about one month ago in violation of 
the contract between the Government and 
the lessees, which requires the prisoners to 
be worked inside the wallsand prohibits the 
infliction of corporal punishment.

The penitentiary authorities 
will be examined this afternoon, and it is 
understood the Warden will acknowledge 
that he whipped the convict, but was not 
aware when he did sothat he was punishing 
a Federal prisoner.

o is to remove all existing nuisances from 
the streets. After that it becomes the dut 
of the Sewer Department anu the Healt 
Department to do their share. The work the 
Street Department will do will be done just 
as if the nuisances did notexist. We have 
streets there to lock after, and our so doing 
cannot in any way be construed o an 
acknowledgment that the nuisances vea 
right to exist.’’ 

r. Dudley said that the Sanitary Depart- 
ment would continue toreport the factories 
and that something could expected from 
the Board of Health at an early date.

BARON FALKENBERG 


Romantic Story of a Swedish Noble- 
man of Ancient Lineage. 


A SOLDIER OF FORTUNE AND A NAPO- 
LEON OF FINANCE. 


The Whole World His Home and All 
People His Brethren—A Cosmopolitan 
Who Narrowly Escaped With His Life 
After the Downfall of Maximilian Re- 
cently Falls Heir to a Fortune. 


During the last couple of days a number of 
newspaper paragraphs have been printed, 
alluding to Baron Charles Falkenberg, a 
Swedish nobleman, who is supposed to have 
fallen heir to a considerable estate. These 
paragraphs have been widely contradictory 
and in some instances quite preposterous. 
One notice had the gentleman dead and 
filling a pauper’s grave in the potter’s feld. 
There need have been no mystery about 
Baron Falkenberg had the search for him 
been conducted rationally and through 
proper channels, for he is a well-known 
figure in a number of the larger American 
cities, and in Philadelphia, New York, Chi- 
cago and st. Louis has a wide acquaintance 
among prominent club men. 

InN ST. LOUIS. 

At present thej Baron is sojouring in St. 
Louis and for some time to come he is liable 
to remain here, as business interests demand 
his personal attention. Although not a 
man of great wealth, Baron Falkenberg isa 
capitalist engaged in speculation, 
and has been for upward of 
twenty years 80 engaged, having 
his money invested in mining properties and 
stock farm ventures. Some of these have 
rewarded the aristocratic speculator, and in 
some he has come to grief, so that luck may 
be said to have broken even with him. He 
regards speculation in this country as fasci- 
natingand alluring, but decidedly preca- 
rious. 

The Baron isa man of fine presence, being 
over 6 feet tall and of athletic Dulld, and has 
the free carriage and bearing of a-soldier, 
the result of nearly twenty years of cam- 
paigning in several European armies, for 
before he embarked as a financial free lance 
he was somewhat ofa military adventurer. 
About @ years of age he looks scarce 50, his 
hair somewhat thin atop and brought forward 
ina bang still retaining the yellow hue pecu- 
liar to his countrymen, and his face still re- 
maining fresh and ruddy. 

A FASHIONABLE DRESSER. 

The Baron is a perfect glass of fashion, one 
of the best dressed men to be met with in the 
city, and is a marked figure wherever he goes. 
In fact his distinguished carriage and varied 
wardrobe have involved himin disagreeable 
notoriety, for he isan inveterate pedestrian 
and covers his fifteen to twenty miles per 
day with religious exactitude. As he invari- 
ably walks out to Forest Park, and through 
it and back, he attracts the attention of 
habitues of the park and boulevard and is 
much annoyed at remarks he overhears, 
many rudely impertinent. 

Although a retiring gentleman, Baron 
Falkenberg does not relish the half audible 
guesses at his identity that come to his ears 
from time to time. Neither does he like to 
be regarded as a crank solely because he 
prefers to exercise on foot rather than in any 
other way. Although the picture of health, 
be has been a life-long sufferer from dys- 
pepsia, and resorts to pedestrianism 
as an ald to digestion. It's 
just this way., remarked the Baron, 
‘‘when a youngster in the Swedish 
army Ilivedatrife high and now I have to 
do penance on my feet. If I can cover fifteen 
to twenty miles a day and take good care of 
my diet, I am robust and vigorous. The 
slightest indiscretion and relaxation in exer- 
cise renders me ini. 

HIS MILITARY CAREER. 

Baron Falkenberg entered the army of the 
King of Sweden and Norway at a tender age, 
and served for about twelve years, finally 
accepting a commission inthe Danish army 
and going through the campaign of 1862 
against Prussia. His experiences in the 
army were those of other warlike young 
noblemen. Upon the restoration of peace he 
went to Italy (and finally cast his fortune 
with the m-s Maximilian) and was one 
of that Prince's staff in Mexico, escaping to 
Cuba after the disaster and downfall of the 
Emperor. He had a very close call from 
sharing the fate of Maximilian (and lost no 
time in reaching the United States. He in 
common with all the other officers under 
Maximilian lost their pay and all their pos- 
sessions that they had with them in Mexico. 

Although Baron Falkenberg has made sev 
eral visits to Europe since his first arrival in 
this country, he has always prefe

BROKEB BACKER ARRESTED. 


Judge Hardin of Savannah, Ga., Makes 
Complaint Against Him. 

New Tom, Aug. 13.—Broker Abraham 
Backer, who recently assigned for the benefit 
of his creditors, was arrested at noon to-day 
on @ Warrant sworn out by Wm.

NEw Tonk, Aug. 13.—The Union Pacific bug- 
bear continues to harass Wall street to-day.

‘While Being Shaved Elijah Havens, the 


Oracle, Starts a Political Discussion

HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 13.—Not since the 
funeral of Chief Justice Oliver Elisworth, 
nearly one hundred years ago, has the an 
cient town of Windsor been so excited as it is 
at present. Windsor is six miles horth of 
Hartford and one of the three oldest towns of 
Connecticut. The excitement is caused by a 
threatened suit for breach ofcontract brought 
by Elijah Havens, the village oracle, 
against Edwin Dibble, the village dar- 
Dibble runs a one-chair shop near 


Havens, besides betng the Village oracle, is 


the blackest Republican to be found in Hart- 
ford County, while no stancher Democrat 
lives in the State than Dibble, the barber. For 
years the two have indulged im political dis- 


putes, but never until last Saturday have 


they resulted in anything more serious than 
a half-hour estrangement. But last Saturday 
the debate was particularly spirited, and asa 
consequence the whole town is divided, and 
the outcome is watched with intense interest, 
not only by the good folks of Windsor, but by 
every farmer for miles around. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 
It happened thus: Last Saturday after- 
noon Havens dropped into Dibbie’s shop to 
be shaved, as is his wont. Havens is a Blaine 
man, also a Bulkeley man. Dibble hates 
Blaine and despises Bulkeley. The usual 
number of village loafers were about the 
shop, and Havens, as he dropped into the 
red plush ot a barber’schair, updoubtedly 
thought he saw the chance Of impressing 
upon the tdlers a sense of his acute political

For years 
they had been familiar with the daily 
Havens-Didbie debates, but this was some 
thing original—something quite whprece- 
dented. They whispered among themselves 
and waited breathlessly for another move 
on the partof the antagonists. Dibble took 
achair inthe corner and began readinga 
pink-hued periodical. Havens lay back in 
his chair and closed his eyes. For fully ten 
minutes neither moved. Then Havens sat 
up again. 

Come, are you going to finish this shave?’’ 
he inguired. 

**No,’’ retorted Dibble.
